The 
judire answered by saying that theonly 
thing that would Intluence him in 
showing any mercy was his extreme 
age. 


When ilhodes tirst plead guilty he 
informed the judge that he should not 
be punished for a crime that he was 
not to blame for. 
He insisted that 
there wan another man In the game 
but lie tlatly refused to tell the name 
and today the judtre ai»ked hlui if he 
still stuek to his tir.-^t story and the 
prisoner answered "yes." but he naid 
that his wife had ret{ue!»ttid nlm not to 
give the name of the coiifeOerate.

T he day of the country postonicc is 
a t an end, according to W illiam K. 
tC u rtis, the W ashington correspondent 
of the Chicago Record, who writes: 
T here have been several detached 
rural delivery routes established in 
different parts of the country, but Car­ 
roll county, Maryland, 
is 
th e only 
place where the system has been in­ 
troduced as a substitute for all otner 
forms of th e postal service and given 
com plete control of the mails in any 
coDsiderable area of territory. 
T here 
it was Introduced In Decem ber last and 
sixty-three 
fourth-class 
postof!ices, 
thirty'three star routes and tw o mes­ 
sen ger services, all within the county, 
w ere abolished and four postal wagons 
or traveling postoflices and twenty-six 
carriers were substituted. 


A lthough it was the most unfavora­ 
ble season of the year for such an im­ 
portant experim ent—the w eather was 
«evere, t.he roads were part of th e time 
blocked with drifting snow and often 
liub deep with .mud, the mails were 
choked with holiday packages and the 
m ass of the people them selves were 
opposed to the innovation. 
H ence the 
success of the experim ent, the satis­ 
faction of th e public and a phenomenal 
increase 
in 
the 
quantity of 
mail 
bandied and in revenues received has 
given the departm ent a thorough basis 
for comparison between th e new free 
rural delivery and the old star route 
and fourth-class system.

Of course, in such 
putchw’orlt a good many stum i« were 
som etim es required, and only stam ps 
of the higher denominationsAvere used. 


The new ink is .said to be indelible 
and possesses such qiialitie« 
as 
to 
change the color of the stam p tow'hich 
It has been applied when any attem pt 
is made to soak the stam p in water. 
T he government oiflcers have been anx­ 
ious to secure .some means of discour­ 
aging this species of fraud, but no 
ink has appeared sulliciently strong 
to prevent the erasure of the cancel­ 
lation in som e instances, and the us­ 
in g of uneancelled parts of stam ps in 
others,
